Motion was made, seconded, and passed to dispense with reading of 
minutes of meeting on October 3, since copy had been mailed to all 
locals concerned. 

Brother Steinberg asked Brother Baron for a report on the October 10 
meeting with the company officials. 

Brother Baron said that Brothers Gibbons, Bernstein and himself had 
met with top company officials, plus a local representative of the 
company from the Philadelphia area, on October 10. Results of the 
meeting do not look very bright in the sense that the company Indi¬ 
cated that it has a basic policy In situations like this to let the 
matter go to a vote. We raised the specific question in discussion 
on whether the policy might be changed, since in the Philadelphia area 
there seems to be a considerable amount of fear among the employees. 

The company agreed to an open-door policy to the point where we can take 
up with top officials any problems we have in the Philadelphia area. They 
have agreed to a conference with the Philadelphia people to see If the 
problems can be worked out. The conference with Mr. Beeson and Brothers 
Marcus, Keane. and myself Is scheduled for Monday, October 29, In 
Philadelphia. 

Brother Baron stated further that positive results of the efforts In 
Philadelphia so far have been slow since many of the people won't take 
leaflets or even talk to the organizers. 
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In cofimenting on the October 10 meeting, Brother Oibbons said that in 
the discussion on company policy relating to election, he told them 
that we do not recognize their policy of holding to elections. Sug¬ 
gested that they should be more flexible as we shall attempt to organize 
all of their locations over the country. This may result in strike ac¬ 
tion. Advised the company it wasn't an intelligent policy to hold to 
election procedure. Company freely agreed to discussion of all claims 
of threats and anti-union activity on the part of the company. 

Brother Bernstein was asked if he had any further comments to make on 
the October 10 meeting. Said Brothers Oibbons and Baron had covered 
the meeting fully in their reports. Based upon past experience with 
the company, he feels that they are sincere in their offer of being 
open for*discussion of all problems. 

Brother Cohen reported that one thing has been accomplished in the 
Philadelphia area. Union platform and terminal people have refused to 
give materials to the company's drivers. The trucks are lying idle; 
drivers are working on the inside; pickups are being made by union 
carriers. 

Brother Steinberg said that we should proceed with caution, could get 
into legal problems. 

Brother Bernstein reported that this company has in many instances 
passed organized locations' working conditions and wage rates on to 
their unorganized locations. If we could point out to the employees 
that these benefits are the result of union efforts in other parts 
of the country it would be to our advantage. 

Brother Baron said that one of the aspects of this situation in Phila¬ 
delphia is that it is hard to convince 13 to 14 hundred people -- and 
we will not be successful if we can not convince them -- that we can 
do an economic Job for them. 

Brother Cohen said that if the company is responsible for the situa¬ 
tion in Philadelphia, we will have to reconsider our strategy. 

Brother Oibbons suggested various methods and tactics that could be 
considered by the organizers in the Philadelphia area. 

Brother Marcus reported that since last week, in Philadelphia, they 
had, (l) made a number of house calls -- we do not have a complete 
list of employees names and addresses, only a partial list -- reception 
was not too good, and (2) we have sent in 8 to 10 people who have fill¬ 
ed out applications applying for Jobs -- none have been accepted. 

Brother Bernstein said we should let the people know that they can be 
made a part of helping the rest of the workers over the country. Make 
them feel a part of the program. 
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Brother Steinberg says he is optimistic that the Job can be done through 
a national campaign. This committee may be able to convince the company 
to the point where they will be willing to discuss an agreement. 

Brother Hartaough said that at a meeting in Philadelphia five or six 
weeka ago he told the people that no matter what we've got'now we can 
get better. Said it occurs to him that it will help our tactics to 
let the people know that we have permission to go to company management 
with problems. 

Brother Steinberg suggested continuing the campaign in Philadelphia with 
leaflet distributions and contact work. 

Brother Marcus said the four plants in Philadelphia have had leaflet 
distributions, but we should plan a specific type of approach for this 
Job. 

Brother Steinberg suggested putting such things as health and welfare, 
plus stressing Job security, in the leaflets to be distributed. 

Brother Hartaough said that we have an advantage in not having any 
other operation of this type in Philadelphia, the company can make no 
Job comparisons. We can keep our aims high. 

Brother Marcus feels that we should develop a program with definite 
objectives. Thinks it advisable to have one representative for each 
unorganized locations in on the drive. 

Brother Steinberg said he had discussed the matter of a national 
organizing committee with Brothers Qibbons and Baron, and would like 
to suggest that we setup a national coordinating committee composed of 
the following:

He pointed out that Vem Pankey, Local 750, Oakland, Calif., 
has a Dennison's operation organized, which was not included on our 
location sheet. 

Brother Baron pointed out that Brother Dillon's office had sent out 
questionnaires to Western Conference lodals in an effort to seek out 
additional operations; all replies are not in to date; location list 
will be revised aa new operations turn up. 

Brother Oraver, Local 771. was asked to report on the Marietta opera¬ 
tion. He said that this operation is expanding all the time. A good 
percentage of the employees are women. He would like to see something 
done that will Induce the people to want to be organized. 

Brother Gibbons suggested that the unorganized locations be sent a 
weekly report as to the extent of progress being made in the organiz¬ 
ing campaign. 

Brother Steinberg asked Brother Harkins to what extent the Cannery 
Division could be counted on for help. He replied that since the area 
in which they are affected is in Brother Dillon's Jurisdiction, he will 
discuss the situation with that area conference's chairman. 

Brother Olbbons reported that he had discussed the program with the 
area conference chairmen and they are very enthusiastic about it. He 
will submit the committee elected today to them for approval. 

After discussion it was suggested that Brother Marcus' office send out 
the weekly report to the locals concerned.

Motion was made, seconded, and passed to dispense with reading of 
minutes of meeting on October 3» since copy had been mailed to all 
locals concerned. 

Brother Steinberg asked Brother Baron for a report on the October 10 
meeting with the company officials. 

Brother Baron said that Brothers Olbbons, Bernstein and himself had 
met with top company officials, plus a local representative of the 
company from the Philadelphia area, on October 10. Results of the 
meeting do not look very bright In the sense that the company Indi¬ 
cated that It has a basic policy In situations like this to let the 
matter go to a vote. We raised the specific question In discussion 
on whether the policy might be changed, since In the Philadelphia area 
there seems to be a considerable amount of fear among the employees. 

The company agreed to an open-door policy to the point where we can take 
up with top officials any problems we have In the Philadelphia area. They 
have agreed to a conference with the Philadelphia people to see If the 
problems can be worked out. The conference with Mr. Beeson and Brothers 
Marcus, Keane, and myself Is scheduled for Monday, October 29, In 
Philadelphia. 

Brother Baron stated further that positive results of the efforts In 
Phlladelphie so far have been slow since many of the people won't take 
leaflets or even talk to the organizers. 
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In commenting on the October 10 meeting, Brother Gibbons said that in 
the discussion on company policy relating to election, he told them 
that we do not recognize their policy of holding to elections. Sug¬ 
gested that they should be more flexible as we shall attempt to organize 
all of their locations over the country. This may result in strike ac¬ 
tion. Advised the company it wasn't an intelligent policy to hold to 
election procedure. Company freely agreed to discussion of all claims 
of threats and anti-union activity on the part of the company. 

Brother Bernstein was asked if he had any further comments to make on ■ 
the October 10 meeting. Said Brothers Oibbons and Baron had covered 
the meeting fully in their reports. Based upon past experience with 
the company, he feels that they are sincere in their offer of being 
open for discussion of all problems. 

Brother Cohen reported that one thing has been accomplished in the 
Philadelphia area. Union platform and terminal people have refused to 
give materials to the company's drivers. The trucks are lying idle; 
drivers are working on the inside; pickups are being made by union 
carriers. 

Brother Steinberg said that we should proceed with caution, could get 
into legal problems. 

Brother Bernstein reported that this company has in many instances 
passed organized locations' working conditions and wage rates on to 
their unorganized locations. If we could point out to the employees 
that these benefits are the result of union efforts in other parts 
of the country it would be to our advantage. 

Brother Baron said that one of the aspects of this situation in Phila¬ 
delphia is that it la hard to convince 13 to 14 hundred people — and 
we will not be successful if we can not convince them -- that we can 
do an economic Job for them. 

Brother Cohen said that if the company is responsible for the situa¬ 
tion in Philadelphia, we will have to reconsider our strategy. 

Brother Oibbons suggested various methods and tactics that could be 
considered by the organizers in the Philadelphia area. 

Brother Marcus reported that since last week, in Philadelphia, they 
had, (1) made a number of house calls — we do not have a complete 
list of employees names and addresses, onlv a partial list — reception 
waa not too good, and (2) we have sent in 8 to 10 people who have fill¬ 
ed out applications applying for Jobs — none have been accepted. 

Brother Bernstein said we should let the people know that they can be 
made a part of helping the rest of the workers over the country. Make 
them feel a part of the program.

Brother Steinberg said that the International had extended through 
Vice President Mohn an Invitation to all delegates In attendance to 
be the guests of the International at a luncheon today at the Con¬ 
gressional Hotel. 

Brother Steinberg told of the Philadelphia Joint Council 53's organiz¬ 
ing drive which Is now underway. He said that the drive had the approval 
of the International Union and was being equally financed by the Inter¬ 
national and the Joint Council. The campaign Is progressing very well 
and the cooperation of the local unions Is gratifying. After a dis¬ 
cussion of the campaign with Oeneral President Beck, It was decided to 
call the conference of American Home Products Corporation since this 
corporation has a national operation through Its subsidiaries. Wyeth 
Laboratories, one of the subsidiaries, employs approximately 13 to 15 
hundred people In the Philadelphia area alone. 
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American Home Products Conference - Minutes 


This conference has been called today to begin plans for a campaign 
on a national level that will terminate In the successful organization 
of American Home Products Corporation. The National Warehouse Division 
has prepared a survey of the operations of this corporation which will 
be helpful In planning this campaign. Joe Bernstein's Local 78l In 
Chicago has Wyeth Laboratories under contract. Since he has been able 
to build up a good relationship with this company, we have asked him 
to meet with the company officials In an effort to get details on how 
to remove some of the obstacles facing us In the Philadelphia area. 

You will hear his report later. 

Brother Steinberg asked Field Director Sam Baron, National Warehouse 
Division, for his comments. 

Brother Baron pointed out that American Home Products Corporation has 
many subsidiaries throughout the United States. In many Instances, 
there are probably locations of Individual plants on which we have no 
information. He suggested that it would be helpful if the local unions 
would check these subsidiaries by name as listed In the survey book so 
that we would have an accurate listing as to possible additional plant 
locations. 

He pointed out that there are only 14 known plants organized: 5 by 
Teamsters. 8 by five other international unions, and 1 by an inde¬ 
pendent union. He went on to say that one of the objectives of this 
conference Is to determine whether a unified campaign to organize 
the unorganized units would be practical, and the effect of a uniform 
national approach on the campaign now underway in the Philadelphia area. 
He thought It. would help. He also suggested asking local unions with 
contracts to give us suitable material that can be used as a basis of 
our literature for the organizing campaign; also, the possibility of 
having key men In organized plants write directly to employees in the 
Philadelphia plant. He feels that we should use a uniform policy in 
all unorganized locations so that the company will find it difficult 
to use extreme methods to defeat the campaign. 

In commenting on Teamster, organized plants. Brother Baron pointed 
out that the first contract expires In August 1957 (Meridian, Idaho) 
while others carry expiration dates as late as August 1959- All con¬ 
tracts have a picket line clause with the exception of Chicago. 

Brother Joe Dillon reported that American Home Products has a plant 
In Oakland, California, employing approximately 200 people. He said 
that they will start a campaign In Los Angeles to organize the Wyeth 
plant. 

Brother Steinberg suggested setting a date for the starting of all 
organizing campaigns. 
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Brother Joe Bernstein requested that the following be added to Local 
781'a contract analysis: 5 days sick leave and 2 fifteen minute rest 
periods daily - one In the morning and one in the afternoon. 

Brother Bernstein said that he had had a preliminary meeting with the 
company officials relative to the Philadelphia situation. He reported 
that when,our people In Philadelphia had asked for recognition it had 
not been agreed to because of a prior unfavorable situation where the 
company had granted recognition to a union and had then been attacked. 

He pointed out the possibility of trouble with the Chemical Workers in 
the company. The company has no objection to the Teamsters Union. He 
has worked with the Philadelphia company people and has good relation¬ 
ship with the company. They have been able to get large Increases 
over the years. He has arranged a meeting with the company In New York 
next week so that they can meet Larry Steinberg and Sam Baron to discuss 
the situation. He does not feel that the company will fight the union. 

Brother Steinberg said in reference to the meeting scheduled next week, 
should we (l) leave things as they are until after the meeting, or (2) 
start putting the heat on by leaflet distribution, housecalls, etc. 
prior to the meeting. He asked Hal Gibbons for his comments. 

Brother Oibbons pointed out that this is one of the largest drug opera¬ 
tions in the country. The subsidiary operation is important in order 
to get a full picture of the company. It is his impression that we 
should explore to the greatest extent the possibility of working out 
good relations with this firm. Do whatever possible to get a general 
idea of the conduct to be expected from the company. Don't get any 
actual plant organizing underway until after the meeting in New York 
next week. Secure wherever possible the subsidiary name and plant 
location in all conference areas. Break this material down by con¬ 
ference area and then meet with the area conference heads before 
starting any organizing campaign. 

Discussion followed as to the date for a conference after the meeting 
in New York on October 10. Brother Greeley suggested that the meeting 
be tied in with Eastern Conference meetings scheduled for the latter 
part of October. It was agreed that the conference be called for 
Tuesday, October 23, 1956, at 2 p.m., Mayflower Hotel, Washington, DC. 
Purpose of this meeting will be to give the results of the meeting with 
management in New York on October 10. Brother Oibbons will have con¬ 
tacted the area directors for their approval by this time. Brother 
Baron suggested that all organized locations make special effort to 
have a representative present at the October 23 meeting. 

Brother Oraver, Local 771, reported that the operation in Marietta, 

Pa., is a Wyeth plant employing about 320 people. There is a building 
expansion program currently in progress. The plant produces serums, 
pharmaceuticals, etc.

form kick-off date for leaflet distribution, etc. and (3) Hal Oibbons 
is to contact the area conference directors for their approval and 
support. Brother Mohn suggested that the directors could probably 
be contacted at the testimonial dinner in Newark next week. He ex¬ 
pressed appreciation for the cooperation of the local unions and 
offered the International's assistance to the extent that it can help. 

Brother Cohen asked what to do about the present activity in Phila¬ 
delphia. Brother Oibbons suggested that the activity continue as is 
since it has already started, but to hold up on leaflet distribution 
in other units until after the meeting in Washington. 

Brother Marcus read a leaflet which had been prepared for distribution 
to the Philadelphia plants on October 4. He said that they had been 
conducting a quiet campaign aimed at cultivating the friendship of the 
people in the four plants in Philadelphia. He expressed the apprecia¬ 
tion of the Joint Council 53 Organizing Committee for the assistance 
Si ven by the National Warehouse Division and for its active partici¬ 
pation in the drive. He felt that the national conference will be of 
great help. 

Brother Mohn asked, "Is it the thinking of this committee that after 
today the emphasis will be on a national campaign rather than on a 
aupportlng campaign?" Brother Oibbons replied that the effort is to 
lift the campaign from the Philadelphia area to a national campaign. 
Brother Mohn agreed that the organizing emphasis should be on the 
whole country. 

Brother Oibbons said that the National Warehouse Division will get 
the necessary help for any local union not having the resources to 
carry on the organizing campaign. 

The subject of news coverage came up. Brother Marcus said that they 
had been harassed in Philadelphia. Brother Mohn suggested that news 
releases be given out by a designated person on a national basis. Bro¬ 
ther Oibbons suggested that local unions merely indicate that they 
had attended a meeting called by Oeneral President Beck and refer 
any other questions to the national office. Brother Cohen suggested 
referring inquiries to one specific office—Vice President Mohn. Bro¬ 
ther Bernstein aald that the "Chemical Week" had carried a rather full 
article on Joint Council 53's organizing drive. It is Important that 
this campaign be a auccess as the drug industry across the country 
will be watching its progress. Brother Marcus said that he had been 
referring news inquiries to the National Warehouse Division. Brother 
Mohn said that referring inquiries to the Warehouse Division would not 
conflict with hia idea. 
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Brother Gibbons pointed out the Impact of this campaign on other 
drug companies In the country. We should lay our plans well -- 
make every effort for a successful campaign. 

Brother Baron was requested to contact Larry McOlnley of Joint 
Council 73 to determine which Teamster local has Jurisdiction over 
the Bergenfleld, N.J., operation. This operation has an Indepen¬ 
dent union. 

Brother Oreeley asked the official name of this committee. He was 
advised that It Is The National American Home Products Conference. 

Brother Mohn suggested that when the meeting convenes In Washington 
on October 23. he will arrange for photographers and news coverage. 

Brother Cohen extended appreciation for the cooperation of all con¬ 
cerned and will be looking forward to seeing everyone at the meeting 
on the 23rd.

Salt* and earnings of American Home Products Corp. for 1959 i,re expected 
to run 10% to 12% ahead of last year's level At this rate, net for the year might 
reach $6.10 a share, up from $5.53 last year. The diversified producer of ethical 
and proprietary drugs, foods, cosmetics and household products earned $42,435,683 in 
1958 on sales of $402,133,504 

No new drugs or products are considered primary factors in rising sales; 
the advances are apparently broadly based. Most of the company's major ethical 
drugs -- Dristan, a nasal decongestant, and Equanil, a tranquilizer -- have leveled 
off since their introductions more than a year ago, but continue to be strong 
sellers. Anacin, the company's analgesic, is showing steady growth in sales. The 
company's researchers are working on new combinations of Equanil, new vaccines (for 
the common cold, to name one), and other new drugs, especially in the field of 
treatment of old-age problems. Some new developments are already in the clinical 
testing stage, but any announcements now are considered premature. 

■yeth Laboratories division of the company is continuing to test an oral 
polio vaccine. Like other drug companies, it is waiting approval by the Public 
Health Service before putting such a product on the market. This may not - ome for 
more than a year. 

Sometime this fall, American Home will introduce a new anti maiaria drug 
being developed by Imperial G^jrffcal Industries, Ltd. with which the company has 
marketing agreements- 

American Home's food products, especially its Chef Boy-Ar-Dee line, are 
showing impressive gains and the company is known to be interested in picking up 
additional food items. A banana puree, made in Central America under an agreement 
with United Fruit Co., has enjoyed gocd sales since it was introduced earlier this 
year to hotels and restaurants. It is now being tested in smaller sizes for home 
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American Home Products Corporation 

Foreign business, accounting for 18 % of the company's voluae, continues to 
expand, with additions to present facilities and new plants going up at several places 
around the world. Foreign sales are " very satisfactory” in local currency, tut, it 
is learned, earnings in some cases are adversely affected when transferred into 
dollars, particularly in soae Latin America countries with restrictions on currency 
conversion. 

A new plant to produce ethical and some proprietary drugs will be opened in 
Johannesburg, South Africa, in February( ground has been broken for a new piant in 
Bogota, Colombia, scheduled to be finished by early spring next year, and additions 
are under way for plants in Brazil, Argentina and France. The company's India plant 
will be expanded as soon as that country's government approves the project and 
authority from the go\ernment of Pakistan is all that's holding up expansion in that 
country. American Home also recently bought a small ethical company in the Philip¬ 
pines. 

The company's capital spending for 1959 will be about the same as last year - i 
113 million.
